Indianapolis, July 19.— The ques- 
tion of whether the asseMment recom- 
mended by President Mitchell tor the 
relief (if the anthracite miners be 
used also for the benefit of striking 
bitumlnoul miBtn In different parts 

of the country was tlie only thing be- 
fore the mine workers. The debate 
grew so energetic that It was de- 
termined to hold an exfcutlvc sossion 
during the afternoon. Nothing was 
determined during th« morning re- 
garding tta« dlatrtbatkm of the aMess 
ment. 

The report of the oommlttr<> on cro- 
detlals was finished, announcing that 
there were 2258 rotes In the conven- 
tion 

The convtntldn then took up the 
question of ailuptlng the recommenda- 
tions of the president. At the ad- 
journment there were two amend- 
nientfi to the motion of adoption. 
Thebe were promptly laid on the ta- 
ble, and the question reverted to the 
original motion. Only a few delegates 
voted on either side of the two mo- 
tlons. Prei^ident Haskins of Ohio 
moved to amend the recommendation 
regarding the application of the re- 
lief fund to cover ail existing strikes 
that have the endorsement of the ex- 
ecutive board. 

President Mitchell announced that 
all existing strikes were lieing cared 
for, and said that there was no inten- 
tion Of withdrawing this support. Del- 
egate Dolan of the Pittsburg district 
declared that the relief granted In 
that dittrid was in t adequate, and 
President Mitchell declared that in 
•neb case the relief must be increased. 

A motion to Uble the Haskins 
amendment was lost. 

Mr Haskins made a strong speech 
in favor of his amendment, claiming 
that it was no more than just that 
^atever relief was voted should be 
apportioned among all he strikes. 

Becretary liempi-y of District No. 1, 
anthracite, announced that the anthra- 
cite miners would support the recom- 
mendations of President Mitchell, pro- 
vided that if the assessment urged by 
the president h< not found sufflclont 
it should be increased according to 
the Judgment of the officials of thu 
order, and provided that the output 
of bltumioous coal in the anthracite 
district should be curtailed. 

John P. Reece of Iowa urged that 
the convention had been called to care 
for the anthracite strike, and that in- 
asmuch as the recommenratlons of 
the president was based on the mini- 
mum sum necessary to support the 
anthracite men and that a further 
distribution would weaken them so 
that the anthracite stride might be 
lost. If more money was needed, the 
assessments should be incressed. Ter- 
rific applause greeted the speech of 
Mr. Reese. 

President Patrick Gllday of Dis- 
trict No. 2 spoke strongly in favor of 
distributing the relief fund to all 
strikes. Several long speeches, which 
were not to the point under discus- 
sion, provoked a motion that all 
speeches should be restricted to five 
minutes. Delegate ritzpatrlok, who 
made the radical speech Thursday, 
shouted from the gallery: 

"Oh, if you want to railroad this 
thing through, railroad It" 

President Mitchell offered to recog- 
nl/.e Mr. ntzpafrick, but the latter re- 
piled in a disgusted tone: "Oh, I 
don't want the floor— what's the use." 

Thomas D. Nichols, president of 
District No. 1. anthracite, spoke 
against the amendment. Vice Presi- 
dent Lewis asked that the convention 
go into executive session to discuss 
the assSSSmSBt proposition, and it 
.was decided that the afternoon session 
should be of an executive character. 

Sentiment Againat ttrike. 

iBdianapolta, July 19.— The senti 
ment among the delegates to the min- 
ers' convention was fully as strong as 
ever SgSinst a strike, and all danger 
of such as event is now passed. 

The anthracite men favoring » 
strike admitted that there was no 
chance of a walk out They were 
hopeless when a majority of their 
om men were opposed to a strike 
•AA they came into the convention 
determined to stand as a unit by the 
recoamendations of President Mitch- 
All. 

The convention was called to order 
Vt a few minutes sfter 10 a. 



almost immediately a recess of one- 
half an hour was taken to enable the 
delegates to arrange details regarding 
rallfMid tickets. 

Thomas L. Nichols, president of 
District No. 1, anthracite, which was 
chiefly instrumental in calling the 
convention, denied that he bad been 
in favor of a general strike. 

"I never was personally in favor of 
a strike," he said, "but knowing how 
the majority of our people feel, I 
should have voted for a general strike 
If tho Question had come before the 
convention. I guess it is Just about 
certain that there will be no rfn-ike, 
and if a good fund is laised, I think 
that it will be just as well. It is the 
best that eaa be done bow at any 
rau."

Salem, Ore., July 19 — The remains 
of David Merrill, escaped convict, 
have been delivered at the Oregon 
pealteatiary after being brought here 
by Mrs. Mary Wagoner, who found 
the body near Chehalis. Warden 
James of the Oregon penitentiary and 
one of the prison guards readily iden- 
tified the dead convict The casket 
was Interred in the prison cemetery 
without ceremony. Mrs. Wagoner 
made a formal demand upon Superin- 
tendent l.ee for the reward of $1500 
Mr. Lee declined to pay the same, 
offering f30u for her trouble and ex- 
pense, and explaining that the reward 
could only be paid for the capture of 
the convict, and that she had not car)- 
tured .Merrill, but had merely found 
his dead body by accident, .wrs. Wag- 
ner refused the amount offered and 
made a formal written demand for 
the full reward to ho presented to 
Ctovernor Gaer. 

The Qayncr-Qreene Case.

gtartling Poisoning Case. 

Columbus, O., July I'l.— The elope- 
ment of Jcjlin Smith and Maggie 
Canan. a young cople of Washington, 
Pa., bad a tragic ending. They stopped 
at the Exchange hotel here and regis- 
tered as John Thomas and wife. Al 
though Smith claimed to the girl that 
he secured a license, later develop- 
ments showed he had not secured one. 
Smith put strychnine in ice cream, 
which he purchased and which both 
ate. The agonizing cries of the girl 
attracted attentitm and her life was 
saved, but Sniit'h died in t:reat agony. 

Thought Relatives Burglars. 
Murphysboro, ill., July 19. — .Mrs, 
Oeorge Joubert shot and killed her 
husband and brother-in-law, Moaes 

Joubert, whom she took for burglars. 
The Joubert family reside about five 
miles east of Ava. George and his 
brother Moses had been to that vil- 
lage, and returning home in an intox- 
icated condition, proceeded to break 
down the door, which Mrs. Joubert 
had locked. The woman became 
frightened and supposing they iotend- 
ed to kill her. fired with her husband's 
revolver, killing them. 

Engineer Killed. 

Oreeneastle, Ind., July 19. — A freight 

on the Big Four railroad struck four 
coal cars that had been run out from 
a sidiiiK to the main track near Lena. 
The engine was overturned and W. 
F. Killfer, the engineer of Mattoon, 
was killed. The wreckage was piled 
high. 

Death of Calloway. 

Lexington, Mo , July 19. — Joseph 
Calloway, a member of the Quaotrell 
band during the civil war, is dead 
hfre from stab wounds InQip^d by 
Doc Johnson In a aoarrel on the fer- 
ryboat here on Tuesday. Boforo dy- 
ing he exonerated Johnson. 

Kseape of Convicts. 
Michigan City, Ind., July 19.— (leorge 
Moore, from Grant county, and Thom- 
as Ford, from Indianapolis, colored 
convicts In the state prison, escaped. 
They were employed in the chair shop 
as firemen. They made a laddor With 
which they scaled the walls. 

Want Mere Wages. 

Ironton, O., July 19. — The employes 
of the Huntington and Ironton divis- 
ions of the Camden Interstste Railway 

company have organized unions. It is 
understood that they will make a de- 
mand for a material Increase of wages 
aad will strike U it Is not jraatad.

London, July 19. — An official nltlfl- 
catlon was issued made by the king's 
command that the coronation of King 
Edward and Qik en Alexandra will 
take place Aug. y. Rehearsals of the 
procession from Buckingham palace 
to Westminster abbey took place 
and the officials of the various state 
departments concerned In the abbey 
ceremony are again busy with prepa- 
rations for the crowning. 

Prevented s Strike. 

Chicapo, ,I\ily U<.— Officers of the 
teamsters' natiimal union put a 
quietus upon a strike of 1000 lumber 
teamsters. The union had voted to 
strike in support of their demand for 
an increase of 10 I'cr cent in their 
wages, time and a half for overtime 
and recognition of their organization. 
It .was their intention to walk out. 
Presiden|^ Young and Vice President 
Johnson heard of the Intended action 
of the union, and called upon tlie offi- 
cials of the Illinois Lumber Dealers' 
association. They were informed that 
the lumber dealers were willing to 
pay the advance asked, which amounts 
to little more than II a week, and a 
meeting will be held to arrange de- 
tails. 

Wireless Telegraphy. 

Seatle, Wash., July 19.— Wireless 
telegraphy is to be given a practical 
test In Alaska. A line about 180 miles 

long is to be constr\ict»'d for the USe 
of the i nited Stat.s signal service 
from Fort Gibbon to Hales ftapids, and 
It is the present Intention to have the 
line in operation by Oct 1. Messrs. 
Welby and Newman, two expert oper- 
atfirs for the new system, are now en 
ruiiic from .\ew York City to Seattle, 
from where they will start for Alaska. 
They are at the head of a party of 
skilled workmen, and on tue same 
train that brings the expedition to 
Seattle is an express car fillt-d with 
condensers, wire and the apparatus 
necessary for the establishment of 
stations. 

To Restore Tien Tsin. 
London, July 19. — Replying to a 

(jiiestlon in the house of lords rigard- 
ing the t>osltion of affairs in China, 
the ton ipn secretary, Lord l.ans- 
downe. said It was hoped to restore 
Tien Tsin to the Chinese within a 
month. Answering another question, 
Ix)rd Lansdowne said that the Chinese 
indemnity debt was a >.'old dt'bt, but 
(iieat Britain was not vindictive and 
in consecuence of the serious depreci- 
ation In the value of the tael bad sug- 
gested to the other powers a mitiga- 
tion of the terms l)y which during; the 
first eight years China Hli( \:ld not pay 
more that she would have done had 
the tael niaintaliD-d its value. 

To Aid Miners. 

New York, July 19. — A conference 
has been httd here of representatives 
of about 26 labor unions under the 
auspices of the Central K»d. rated tin- 
lon. The object of the meeting was 
the formation of a plan for aiding the 
anthracite miners who are on strike. 
Father Cnrran of Wllkesbarre, Pa., 
who tried rectnlly to get tiie opera- 
tors to settle the strike, was present, 
and was invited to make an address. 



Carnegie Honored. 
London, July 19. — The freedom of 
St. Andrews, Scotland, was conferred 
on Andrew Carnegie, Lord Elgin and 
Lord Balfour of Burleigh, trustees of 
the Carnef-'ie imiversity fund. Prtivost 
Welch eulogized their services and 
dwelt (jn .Mr. Carnegie's eminent zeal 
for the welfare of his fellow-men. 

Two Buildings Wrecked. 
Boston, July 19.— An explosion of 
sewer gas, which had permeated the 

cellar of a house In the Jamaica Plain 
district, wrecked that dwellintr and 
the next one, and caused injury to 
several persons. The seriously Injured 
are: Emma Morgan, 89, and Emily 
Houston, SS. 

Desth of s ttatesman. 

Yokohama, July 19. — The Marquis 
Salgo, a distinguished statesman, died 
of cancer. He commanded the For- 
mosa punitive expedition, held many 
cabinet posts and was a brother of 
the hero <^ BatBsm rebelUoo. 

Houston, Tex., July I9.r-The Demo- 
cratic convention for the eighth con- 
gresstonal district renominated Thorn' 
as H> BaU for a fourth term. 



ARREST ( r OCREY. 

PorImI OrUi'tMlo 'lUliik They Have 
C'Mptiired m Dnrliig Swiudler. 
New York, July 19.— By the arrest 
of Oeorge O. Corey In Patersen, Put- 
nam county, N. Y.. the postal authori- 
ties believe that they closed the case 
of an alleged daring swindler, whose 
operations are alleged to have ex- 
tended from this country to England 
and France, and who has stolen not 
lees than $500,000. Corey was arrest- 
ed by Postoffice Inspector M. H. Boyle 
for using the mails for fraudulent 
purposes. 

It la the belief of the postal authori- 
ties that the prisoner Is Identical with 

Charles Corey, whose success la per- 
suading the nieniliers of the Corey 
family all over tli- country to advance 
him 940,000 on the pretense that he 
could place them in possession of an 
estate In England worth |40,0<K),000 
recently came to notice. 

In Paterson, Corey is said to have 
announced he was a great grandson 
of John Drake and his heir, he was 
the true owner of large tracts of land 
in Putnam and West Chester counties, 
the deeds for which he is alleged to 
have pretended to possess. By 
threats that he would enforce his 
claims unless bought off, he Is said to 
have obtained considerable sums of 
money from the occupants of faims in 
that region. He is alleged to ha\e 
been engaged in writing a letter to a 
farmer when ths arrest was made. In- 
spector Boyle says he found a satchel 
filled with copies of deeds to the Iirake 
estate in this country aud the Corey 
estate in England. 

Corey Insisted, after bis arrest 
that he was not a swindler, but that 
the estate actually exlPte<l. and that 
they were worth not less than $lo,- 
000,000. He was locked up in Ludtow 
street jail. 

Charged With Conspiracy. 
Chicago, July 19.— Ten members of 
the village board of Harlem, as well 
as Harlem's chief of police, were ar- 

rfPted on char|tr(s of conspiracy pre- 
ferred by A. C. .McCarroll, prt sid' nl of 
the South Harlem Protective associa- 
tion. Warrants also were taken out 
for the presidents and secretariee of 
the Harlem and Hawthore tracks. 
The charge of conspiracy is made on 
the allegation that members of ttio 
village board agreed with the ofllcials 
of the Harlem and Hawthorne race 
tracks to allow promiscuous gambling 
to continue* at the former track after 
the officials of both board and raco 
track bad been notified that the vil- 
lage ordinances prohibited gambling. 

Earthquake In Persia. 
Bombay, July 19. — A severe earth 
shock was experienced at Bunderab- 

j bas. Persia, July It lasted three or 
four minutes, and was followed by 
lighter shocks. All the cuief ouildinKS 
were shaken. The governor'a house 
partly collapsed and the custom house 
was i!( s^t I (lyed. i lie whole population 
was I aiiU'. t-i I icken. Hut one fatality 
was reported. The shocks are be- 
lieved 'to have originated at Kishm 
Island, whence loud detonations were 
distinctly audible at Bunderabbas. It 
is feared that the destruction at 
Kishm has been heavy. A few yeuia 
ago an earthquake at Kishm killed 
hundreds of people. 

To Extinguish Flames. 
Jennings, La., July 19.— The situa- 
tion in *the oil field here is unchanged. 
The fire lf» still burnint; with as much 
fury as ever. Some say it is inerea.-j- 
Ing. but the operators deny this. 
Workmen are busy digging trenches 
to drain away the oil and throwing 
up levees to prevent any further 
spread of the fire. Two cars of chem- 
icals which are to be used in a(idition 
to the steam have arrived, anu were 
Immediately taken to the field. It 
will not be until Saturday that all 
things will be in readiness to make 
the attempt to put the fire out with 
steam and chemicals. 

Receiver For Oil Lends. 

Houston, Tex., July 19. — Application 
has been filed in the United iStates 
court fbr the eastern district of Texas 
for a receiver for the oil companies, 
which have their lands and wells In 
the 'Veatch leat;ue in the lieaumont 
oil fields. Annie Trench and Fred- 
erick Trench of England are the appli- 
cants. They have heretofore filed suit 
to test the title, and now allege that 
the oil is being removed to their great 
loss The application is set dowii for 
hearing at Shermas July n before 
Judge Bryant. 

Mine OfHclale •lameleac 
Park City, UUh, July 19.— The eo^ 
oner's Jury has rendered a verdict 
that the offleials of the Daly-Weet 

mine are euliiely Mameles.s for the 
accident by which 35 men lust their 
Uyob. The remains of Charles Neime 
were shipped to bis former home In 
Calumet, Mich.

The Bensatlooal Shooting of Coa« 
•table Willlain Boyd Is 
Avenged la the Byes 
ttt the Law. 



Toronto, Ont , .Tuly 10.— Fred T.ee 
Rice was banged here for the murder 
of Constable William Boyd on June 

4, 1901. 

Rice was dressed in a neat fitting 
suit of dark dothee, with a rose in 

his coat He went to the gallows as 
calmly as if he were going to an even- 
ing party. During the morning he re- 
ceived hjs spiritual adviser, and the 
two talked of religious matters tor 
half an hour. Then Rice spent a quar- 
ter of an hour In silent prayer. When 
the hangman entered the cell he was 
received with a smile by the con- 
demned man. Rice mounted the steps 
of the gallows without a tremor and 
his execution followed a few moments 
later. 

His body was handed over to his 
mother, who started at once for his 
late home In Illinois. 

Rice, together with Frank Rutledge 
and Thomas Jon( s. wi re on trial for 
robbing the postoll.ci' at Atiroia. 
While being conveyed from the coml 
house to the jail on the day of the 
murder a package, in which were two 
revolvers, was thrown into the car* 
rlage. 

Cotmty Constables William Iic)y.-i- 
and Walter Stewart were in the cab 
with the prisoners. In the struggle, 
which followed for the package. Rice 

got the a revolver and shot Boyd. 
He then pointed at Stewart, who gave 
up and told the prisoners to "get 
out." As soon as they left Stewart 
drew his revolver and fired after the 
prisoners as they were boarding a 
jiasslng car. One of thr shots struck 
•lones in the groin ami the arm. Tho 
priscmers were overpowered and 
taken to the jail. Meanwhile Boyd 
had been taken to the hospital, where 
he died a f<'w liays later. 

Jones was also laki-ti to the hos- 
pital, his arm aniiiutateil. and he, tf)o. 
died. The day after the fight. Rice 
and Rutledge were brought Into court 
and their trial was ciuuinued, rosult 
ing in their conviction and sent<iic(- 
to Kingston penitentiary for Ul years. 
Rutledge committed suicide by lairling 
himself from a balcony in the jail to 
tilt' stone floor l elow. A charge Of 
murder was then made against Rice 
and lie was fo>'nd guilty to be hanged. 

Rice came from Champaign, Ilf.. 
where his people are highly respect- 
ed. Every effort had been made to 
have the death sentence commuted to 
life imprisonment.

Somewhere in the ruina of St. Pierre, 
Martinique, probably bnmad into an un- 
recoginzable mass of ashes, lies the re- 
mains of a woman said to have been born 
in Louisville, Ky., in 1894. Diana 
Vaugban was ona of the foramoet mem- 
bers of tbe sect, if sect it can be called, 
which Hotirished in St. Pierre in greater 
numbers than anywhere else, and which 
had as its object tbe debasing, profaning 
and ridicule of all forms of Ood-fearing 
religion. The forms of worship, as they 
saw fit to call their parodies and blas- 
phemies of Christianity, consisted in tbe 
ridicule of Christian forms of worship. 

The sect of Satanists, devil worship- 
pers, and Diabolists, as they are variously 
called, claim to be something more than 
mere scoffers. Tbay arenot atheists, but 
recognize Satan as an immortal being, 
and devote their worship to him. The 
origin of tba raligton, it is claiu^ed, was 
an interview which Thomas Vaugban, of 
medieval timee, had with the devil, in 
which he was ordened to come to the 
terra incognita of America, where he 
should have Venus Aetarte for a spouse. 
The father of Diana \'ani;han was a de- 
scendant of this oiau, and was a disdpie 
of Satanism and was connected with Al- 
bert Pike, the Satanist prieat of Obarlaa- 
ton, S. C. 

In 1804, while in Kentucky, Diana was 
born and went later with her father to 
8t, Pierre, where the Satanists had the 
largest representation, numbering sev- 
eral thousand. 

She had attained the position of high 
priestess, Chevaliere-elect Palladic, Mis- 
tress Templar and numerous other titles, 
and was the only woman in the sect who 
occupied audi ailvanced posts. 

Among the tenets of the order are 
free love and prostitution of all forms of 
devotion. Their "black mass" consists 
of debasing the communion services 
stolen from Roman Catholic Ohurobaa inj 
inconceivable ways, and their services 
are blasphemy and oaths against Chris- 
tianity. 

The sect cama into Martinique with an 
unfrocked monk named Vintraa. Pious 
dwellers of Martinique look upon tbe de- 
struction of St. Pierre as a manifestation 
of Ood's wrath at the davil worshippers.

Acreage ia Short This Year Aecsrdisf to 
Reperls PNai All SesHeaa. 



The Department of Agriculture at 
Waahington sent out Its last weekly re- 
port showing that the acreage reported 
as under tobacco is considerably smaller 
than that shown for tbe crop of 1901. Of 
the principal tobacco producing States, 
Maryland shows a decreave in acreage 
amounting to 2 per cent ; Virginia, 4 per 
cent.; Pennsylvania and Ohio, 8 per 
cent.; Tennessee, 10 per cent., and Ken- 
tucky, IT per cent.; while in Wisconsin 
and North Carolina the present areas 
are 7 and 9 per cent., respectively, larger 
than those planted last year. 

The average condition of tobacco is one 
point below the ten-year average in 
Maryland and North Carolina, two points 
in Kentuckv and Pennsylvania, three 
points in Tennessee and six points in 
Virginia. On the other hand, Ohio an<l 
Wisconsin show conditions five and ten 
points, respectively, above such averages.
